But the results of 

the late negotiations between Lord Dufferin and the Amir, 

far as they have leaked out through the Anglo-Indian press, 

appear to be far from satisfactory. ‘The British Government

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arms andammunition. But he has declared that he will call in 


the aid of the British army in case his troops are completely 
worsted by the enemy. He is said to have objected to the 
British occupation of Kandahar on the ground that the mea- 
sure might be beneficial to this country, but would not be so 
to Afghanistan in any way. The Amir is no match for Rus- 
sia, and any successful attempt at resistance on his part is 
simply out of the question. There is reason to fear that the 
conclusions come to at the Pindi conference will encourage 
Russia in her aggressive policy. ‘ The British Government 
should have publicly proclaimed its readiness to defend the 
Amir’s dominions against any invader.

(1) Hitherto if the portion of a -reply post-eard, other 
than the reply portion, was eut off and posted alone, it was 
penalized, and the addressee was charged half an anna addi- 
tional postage. But from the first of April such portions 
of reply post-cards have been exempted from the penalty 
This is as it should be. (8) Arrangements ‘have been 
made for payments being made-for -money-orders to paye 
at their own houses through postal-peons, ‘This eystert ¥ 
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save the ‘people the:trouble of going to the post-office, 
must be specially acceptable to women and weak persons. 
The objections urged against it by some persons on the 
ground that the money may be misappropriated by 
postal peons, or taken from peons by robbers, are of no force. 
(3) In future convicts will be conveyed from one place to - 
another, when necessary, by ordinary passenger trains and 
not by mail trains, as,the latter are generally over-crowded. 
It would be a good thing if strict orders were issued for the 
prevention of over-crowding. During the hot weather no 
more than six passengers should be seated in one com} 
ment. On occasions of fairs the number of carriages in 
trains should be increased. (4) It is believed that the 
Local Government has issued orders to the effect that, if a 
eandidate for the Anglo-Vernacular Middle Olass. Bxamin- 
ation fails in English, but passes in all other subjects, he 
should be granted the Middle Class Examination certificate, 
the standard for the two examinations in all subjects except 
English being the same.

With the permis- 
sion of the Local Government Mr, Laidman called upon 
Captain Hearsey to apologize, under threat of a criminal pro- 
secution for libel. The latter of course was not to be put 
down in that way. He boldly refused to apologize, and said 
that if he were prosecuted, he would think that he had render- 
ed a national service. Sir Alfred Lyall’s government could 
not have committed a greater mistake than by authorizing 
Mr. Laidman to prosecute Captain Hearsey. His Honor 
should have made an enquiry into the matter before granting 
such a permission. Does His Honor mean to espouse the 
cause of Mr. Laidman? The Indian Mirror has heard that 
the Local Government has ordered Mr. Hill, Public Prosecu- 
tor, to conduct the prosecution, and desires that the trial 
should take place at Allahabad.

A correspondent of the same paper, of the 15th April, 
JadicialCommissioner’s egrets to state that, since the appoint- 
Court, Lucknow, ment of an additional Judicial Com- 
missioner in Oudh, the Judicial Commissioner’s Court has 
been clearing its arrears with undue haste, The Judicial 
Commissioners dispose of eight, nine, or ten, and sometimes 
even sixteen cases each every day. There may be no failures 
of justice, but still the Judicial Commissioners: cannot be 
expected to devote a proper amount of attention to each 
case if they go on at that rate. It should be remem- 
bered that the decisions of the Court in question are final 
in suits not exceeding ten thousand rupees in value. At 
Present there is a widespread complaint regarding the 
rejection of applications for revision of judgments of Sub- 
ordinate Courts. The ruling of the Privy Council in. Amir 
Hasan Khan v. Shao Bakhsh Singh, printed in the Indian 
Law Reports, Calcutta Series, Vol. XL, page 6, has almost 
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entirely put a stop to the institution of applications for revi- 
sion, Although the Council’s interpretation of section 622 of 
the Indian Civil Procedure Code is generally regarded as un- 
satisfactory, it must be accepted by the courts of justice in this 
country. It is well known that in Oudh the Subordinate Courts 
are not presided over by a very able class of jndges, and that in 
consequence there can be no certainty that a judgment of a 
court of the first instance, upheld by an appellate court, 
will generally be a sound one. Hence the provisions of the 
section in question should be modified and the Judicial Com- 
missioner should be authorized to interfere in any case in 
which a Subordinate Court appears to have committed a 
serious mistake or to have acted illegally or with material 
irregularity. Suppose a Subordinate Judge, misunderstand- 
ing the law, dismisses a suit, in which the value of the subject- 
matter in dispute is Rs. 9,000, and the District Judge up- 
holds the dismissal on appeal. Under the present law the 
Judicial Commissioner cannot interfere, even though he sees 
that the law has been misunderstood by the Subordinate 
Courts. The District Judges will find it much more con- 
venient to uphold the decisions of Subordinate Courts than 
to reverse or modify them, especially when they know that 


in the former case their decisions will not go before the 
Judicial Commissioner’s Court.

as it should be. With reference to the ruling of the Lee 


Council in the case Amir Hasan Khan v. ‘Sheo 
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Singh, the Allahabad High Court. limited the signification, 


of that section ina Full Bench ruling published on page 
39 of the Weekly. Notes for 1885. Mr. Justice Mahmud, 
in his able judgment in the case Har Prasad v. Jafar Alt, 
published on page 73 et seq. of “the Weekly Notes for 185, 
put a somewhat wider interpretation on the section. But 
the Judicial Commissioner of Oudh has construed the section 
‘na still more narrow sense than the Allahabad High Court, 
although he cannot but be aware that such a narrow inter- 

pretation is very detrimental to the ends of justice in the 
province. Hence it is necessary that either section 28 of 
Act XVIII of 1876 should be revived ia Oudh, or section 21 

of Act XILL of 1879, which interferes with the operation of 
section 584 of the Civil Procedure Code in those cases in 
which the orders of the Courts of first instance have been 
confirmed by the Courts of first appeal, should be modified.

The General Post-office being 
situated in the centre of the town and there being horse-carts 
to carry postal peons from. the Post-office to their respective - 
circles, there was no great delay in the delivery of the mail 
throughout the town under the former system. The postal 
peons reached their circles at 9 a.m., and distributed all 
their letters within the next four or five hours. They feared 
the Postmaster and performed their work carefully. But 
the Sub-postmasters, being low-paid officers, are unable 
to exact work from their subordinates properly. 1f any 
person complains to them of delay in the delivery of his 
letters, they do not listen to him but refer him to the Post-

master-General. The sorters, attached to the Travelling Post- 
office, cannot be expected to be acquainted with the residences 
of all the inhabitants of the town, and necessarily make 
mistakes in sorting in consequence.

The Supreme 
Government should reconsider the matter, save the State 
from being ruined by family disputes, and prevent the Jém 
from setting such an evil example to other Hindu princes.
